Edward Hawkins (1780-1867, founded the Royal Numismatic 
Society), 


Seyyed Jamal Torabi Tabatabaei (born 1925 Iran, world’s lead- 
ing expert on Iranian coinage), 


Pierre-Napoléon Breton (1858-1917, wrote Il/ustrated History 
of Coins & Tokens Relating to Canada still a valuable refer- 
ence today), 


Frangois-Xavier Paquet (1845-1932, wrote Illustrated Catalog 
& Price List of Medals, Checks and Communion Tokens of 
Ottawa and District), 


Fabien-René-Edouard Campeau (1844-1916, founded Numis- 
matic Society of Ottawa — which existed two clubs before the 
present club), 


Alfred Desroches (1839-early 1900s, descendant of one of the 
first settlers of Montreal, goldsmith, renown collections), 


Doctor Joseph Leroux (1849-1904, published several numis- 
matic books and struck a series of tokens), 


Reverend Pére Joseph Michaud, C.S.V. (1823-1902 some 
records say 1822, Arch.

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1787 Brasher Doubloon ED on Wing 


This is quite a rare find in the market place. It is a 1787 Brash- 
er Doubloon EB on Wing. Forged by the Goldsmith-Silversmith 
Ephraim Brasher, the 1787 Doubloon almost was not made. 


Brasher had petitioned the New York State to mint a new set | 
of coins in copper in the 1780s. Unfortunately, the State Leg- | 


islature did not want copper coins, let alone Brasher’s work, 
and so the Goldsmith was ignored. Pressing forward, Brasher 
overlooked the decision of the State and instead went and 
minted the coins anyway. His coins were mostly minted in 


bronze, but there are some that were minted in 22-carat gold. | 


It depicts an eagle with Brasher’s initials on the wing and 
today remains one of the rarest coins in the U.S. It was sold to 
a Wall Street investment firm for a cool $7.4 million, one of the 


highest prices ever paid for a gold coin. [learn more about this |

One of the surviving gold coins, weighing 26.6 grams and com- 
posed of .917 (22-carat) gold, was sold at public auction for 
$625,000 in March 1981. 


On January 12, 2005 Heritage 
Auction Galleries sold all three 
varieties of Brasher Doubloons 
as part of their Florida United 
Numismatists U.S. Coin Auction, 
Platinum Night Session. The 
coins realized $2,415,000 for 
the New York Style EB Punch on 
Wing NGC AU55, $2,990,000 for 
the unique New York Style EB 
Punch on Breast NGC XF45 and 
$690,000 for the rare but less 
iconic Lima Style Doubloon.

Ephraim Brasher was a widely respected member of the 
community. He was a Goldsmith and Silversmith and was} 
responsible for testing and assaying of coins in New York 
City in the late 1700’s. His reputation was impeccable. His 
counterstamp was widely used and regarded by everyone as 
a guarantee of value. This man was without reproach as far 
as his reputation went through out the land and coins were 


| often seen with his “EB” counterstamp. As a Silversmith, he 


would make very high-end silverware. As a matter of fact, in 
the White House to this day, there is a silverware collection 


'in the White House cabinet bearing his “EB” counterstamp 


and it actually still has the original receipt of purchase when 
purchased by George Washington himself. 


'George Washington and Ephraim Brasher were actually 
| neighbors. Ephraim Brasher had offices on Cherry Street in 


New York City as well as George Washington had residence 
in Cherry Street in New York City; they were practically neigh- 
bors. They frequented each other. In 1792, the story has 
been told throughout all of U.S. numismatics of the 1792 
Half Disme and disme coinage that was authorized and 
struck under the authority of President George Washington 
and how it was the silver from his own cabinet that was used 
to strike these coins.

The Spread Eagle Token of 1815 (pvx #094) 


Did You Know......that in 1938 Winnipeg coin dealer Bert Koper published a story on a hoard of tokens that informed the 
numismatic world of some varieties of Breton 994, dated 1815, that were previously unknown to collectors? 


The Pre Confederation token referred to as Breton 994 is known to exist bearing three different dates 1813, 1814 and 
1815. LeRoux refers to these pieces as LeR 781 (1813-14) and LeR 782 dated 1815. Different varieties of all are known. 
It is the 1815 dated token that we will concern ourselves with here. 


Most collectors of this series are aware that the 1815 is often encountered in lustrous condition suggesting the distribution 
of a hoard at some time but it seems that no information had been known to support this notion. That is until Bert Koper a 
Winnipeg coin dealer published a small reference to this hoard in 1938 in a short lived publication known as_ Money Talk 
(1938-1939). This information combined with other clues gives us the following story. 


It would appear that a merchant by the name of Nye came from Boston, Massachusetts and settled in Quebec probably in 
1812. | suggest this date because Mr. Nye had a son David Thachor Rhodes Nye who was reported to have been born in 
1812 in Phillipsburg, Quebec, in the Missisquoi Bay district. The 1813 spread eagle tokens are struck over Samuel Guppy 
tokens of Bristol, England and thought to be the original tokens of issue for Mr. Nye. Other 1813 pieces not struck on 
Guppy tokens along with 1814 and 1815 dated pieces have largely been considered as imitations. 


David Nye inherited his Fathers general store and carried on the family business also becoming postmaster of the district 
during this time. Little else is known to this writer about David Nye other than he became a Captain in the militia and had 
an only child, a daughter. David Nye died in 1897. 


His daughter married George S. Jones and Mr. and Mrs. Jones occupied the Nye residence up until Mrs Jones death in 
1905. Her husband, George, died a few years later. 


Shortly after the death of George Jones the appointed executor Mr. Horace Blinn discovered a bag in a large trunk contain- 
ing a great number of tokens. All were dated 1815 and all were in uncirculated condition. This discovery was what we_ con- 
sider to be Breton 994 or more specifically LeRoux 782. 


A Mr. Saunders of Bedford, Quebec purchased these tokens and upon inquiring in the Nye neighbourhood came to the con- 
clusion that these tokens had belonged to the elder Mr. Nye and had been secreted in the trunk, where they had been 
found by Horace Blinn, likely since 1815 and just as likely never known to exist by David Nye or any of the Jones’s. 


Mr. Saunders kept these tokens until 1938 when he sold ‘a fair number’ to Bert Koper of Winnipeg. Saunders allowed 
Koper to go through all of the tokens and Bert Koper discovered the following four varieties in this grouping: 


On obverse near the feet of Britannia you will find a small sailing ship on the waves. 
Only part of the ship shows and without sails and mast. 

A smooth and level ocean with three hairlines where sailing ship should be. 

A clear field with no waves and no sailing ship.

The explanation for the last variety could be a new die or an old filled die. 

As the War of 1812 was at its peak in 1813 the Eagle depicted on this token would not have been a popular icon in 
Canada amidst an American invasion. This could be one explanation for the tokens possibly being taken out of active 
circulation and hidden away by the elder Nye while living in Canada. If this is the case then it may not have been readily 
known by future generations that these tokens had any association to the Nye family. 


Breton and LeRoux referred to the 1815 token as having two varieties only. Of course this ‘hoard’ would not have been

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known to either numismatist at the time of their published works. The Charlton Guide to Canadian Colonial Tokens refers to 
these same two varieties as the clock wise wreath and the slightly scarcer counter clock wise wreath. However, Mr. Koper 
suggests there are indeed at least four varieties.

The above image is courtesy of The British Museum. The 1343 Edward Ill Florin is one of the oldest and rarest coins. It is 
also known as a “double leopard,” and had a face value of about six shillings when it was circulated throughout December 
1343 to July 1344 in medieval England. 


Today, there are only three of these English coins still in existence after all these centuries. Two of the three were first found 
in the River Tyne in 1857, while the third coin was sold for £460,000 at an auction in the summer of 2006, after being 
found by a metal detecting enthusiast in February of that year in the south of England. The location is not being revealed 
to prevent an influx of other detectors. The price paid at Spink auction house, which included buyer's premium, was three 
times the estimate of £150,000. The coin was bought by dealer lan Goldbart, managing director of AH Baldwin and Sons, for 
Avarae Global Coins, a global coin fund. The coin is currently valued at $6.8 million.
